Paper is fed into the press from 
rolls at one end and emerges from 
the foJoer at the other end. ready 
for the newsboys. The press prints 
from sterotype plates cylindrical 
in shape and weighing about 40 
pounds apiece. One plate is re- 
quired for each page. 


SLerotype plates are made in 


the following manner: BSrst, Vie 
type form is locked in a 
steel 


frame known as a chase. This 
form is then placed in a mat roller, 
a marhme that produces a paper 
mould of the entire page. This 
mould, or matrix as printers know 
it, is placed in a scorcher to elimi- 
nate ail moisture and then is placed 
n a casting box. Into the casting 
aox is poured molten metal, heated 
to more than 600 degrees. The cast 
is cooled by running water, is re- 
moved from the casting box and 
run through another machine that 
trims off the ends, drills out the 
core and bevels the edges so it 
may be locked on the press. Stero- 
ypers carry It to the chipping block 
where any excess metal that might 
Drint a black spot where no print- 
ng is to appear is chipped off. 
The form then is placed on the 
press. 


A web of printing paper runs 


between the plate and a blanketed 
cylinder. Ink is transferred 
to 


the printing plate from a fountain

vibrators and ink drums.

Eight- 
week-old pheasants cost the de- 
partment $1.70 each. Harlowe be- 
lieves his plan to raise pheasants 
in Ohio counties will reduce this 
cost to about 50 cents each. 


The Plckaway Farmer's and 


Sportsman's association agreed to 
furnish feed for 300 pheasants 
AH equipment for the experiment 
is being furnished by the conser- 
vation department. 


If the experiments conducted 


this year are successful the plan 
will be extended to every county 
in Ohio and the conservation de- 
partment has 
promised 100000 


eggs for distribution during 1937 


"Pickaway-co was chosen 
for 


the experiment as it needs pheas- 
ants," Harlowe said. "Last year I 
hunted in this county for one day 
with two fine bird dogs and never 
scared up a bird.
